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Four Hundred Thousand “Protestants” 


Without placing too much reliance upon the figures given 
in a campaign against the Ku Klux Klan, it was with a meas- 
ure of agreeable surprise that we read that there were as 
many as. 400,000 people in the country who were willing to 
go on record as being “Protestants.” If this figure is any- 
thing like accurate and only one-half of those people will 
exert themselves for the enlightenment of those Roman 
Catholics whom they know as to the facts of New Testa- 
ment Christianity the results would soon be made manifest. 
Of course, the most effective form of effort is that of per- 
sonal testimony to having passed out of the spiritual con- 
flict of the seventh of Roman’ into the joy and peace of the 
eighth chapter. But even if this experience is not enjoyed 
Catholics can be told that if they will study their own New 
Testament they will find that the most conspicuous features 
of their church life are not to be found in it. If they will 
study carefully the two epistles of St. Peter, especially the 
first ten verses of the second chapter of the first one, they 
will at once see what a different idea St. Peter had of the 
Church to that of their priests and bishops. One great diffi- 
culty is that the education of most Catholics gives the priest 
such a commanding position in their minds and over their 
lives that it is hard for them to think for themselves, even 
if they see the advantage of doing so. But every effort should 
be made by individual Protestants to share with the Catholic 
people the blessings that have come to them. through the 
open Bible and the Reformation. That is no more than their 
duty in view of the debt of the Protestant world to Wycliffe, 
Huss, Luther and other converted priests, monks and theo- 
logians of the Roman Church.

Postponed “Translation” of Pope Leo XIII 

The Brooklyn “Tablet” (August 27th) says: 

“The solemn translation of the remains of Pope Leo XIII, 
set for next month on the occasion of the Congress of 
Catholic Youth, has been postponed indefinitely.” The 
reason why the casket has never yet been taken to its final 
resting-place has been the fear of a repetition of the dis- 
orderly occurrences attending the funeral of Pope Pius IX, 
the casket being stoned and vigorous attempts made to throw 
it into the Tiber. Of all people in the world the citizens of 
Rome ought best to be able to appraise the work of the 
Papacy at its true value. 


Modern Superstition in Portugal 

A curious sight was witnessed in the streets of Lisbon 
soon after dawn recently. Maria Conceicao, wife of a work- 
man, was seen dragging herself painfully on her knees from 
her house, through the busy streets to the Church of Our 
Lady of Health, thus carrying out a vow.

THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC 


More “Seeing Things” 


Not to be outdone by the “seers” of Trenton, N. J., and 
Naples, some imaginative persons in Montreal sent a despatch 
to the Brooklyn “Tablet” of September 3d, reading thus: 
“A profoundly religious fervor is sweeping over the east 
end of the city as the result of alleged supernatural manifes- 
tations that centre around a statue of the Sacred Heart in the 
possession of J. Marcotte. This statue, about two feet high, 
first attracted attention March 10th, when a rosary which 
was lying at its feet, and which had been in the possession 
of the Marcotte family for twenty-one years, was found 
twined about the neck of the figure. The rosary was again 
placed at the feet of the figure, and the next day it was again 
found around the neck of the statue. Mr. Marcotte spoke to 
his religious adviser about it, and to make a test they placed 
the rosary in a sealed jar at the feet of the figure and also 
sealed the room. The next day the beads were again about 
the figure’s neck, where they have remained since. Another 
strange manifestation has been the dropping of blood from 
the wounds in the statue so that the figure is clotted with 
what appears to be blood!” And we must suppose that this 
story was written for people who were expected to really 
believe it!

The Scripture passages referring to each are printed on sepa- 
rate sheets. The price of no fewer than forty pictures of this 
type is only $16.50, which makes the cost of these works of 
art only 40 cents each—a remarkably low figure considering 
the intrinsic value of every one of the series. 
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AS CONCERNING INDULGENCES 


In the Question Box department of the Brooklyn “Tablet,” 
July 16, 1921, in the course of a reply to a query relating to 
indulgences, we read: 

“To sell an Indulgence would be a very serious sin; 
it would be simony, or the exchanging of a spiritual good 
for a temporal price. This oft-repeated calumny against 
the Church appears very preminently in all histories of 
Martin Luther, for it was during his time that Pope Leo 
X asked for funds to build St. Peter’s Basilica in Rome.” 

The writer of the foregoing would doubtless be much 
surprised to learn that as late as 1899 Bulls permitting the 
owner to eat meat on Friday (a mortal sin according to the 
ninth canon of the Synod of Toledo) were issued in Spain, 
with the price printed on their faces. That these were issued 
with the sanction of the Pope was manifested by the opening 
words, which were: “Nuestro Santisimo Padre el Papa Leon 
XIII, que felizmente gobierna la Iglesia, se digno prorogar 
para el afio proximo venidero,” etc. The price, “Cincuenta 
centimos de peseta” is on the Bull itself. 

For seventy-five centimes of a peseta (price also printed 
on the face of the Bull “Setenta y cinco centimos de peseta”) 
could be bought in 1890, a Bull issued May 17th of that year, 
by which Pope Leo XIII “has been pleased, among other 
favors, to grant a plenary Indulgence applicable by way of 
suffrage to the souls in Purgatory for the year one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine.” 

Even more interesting is a “Summary of the Bull of the 
Holy Crusade” bearing the date 1900, and carrying the price— 
one peseta and 15 centimes. It is issued by Pope Leo XIII 
for the purpose of “ministering to the tranquillity of conscience 
of the faithful who are loaded with the heavy burden of having 
to make restitution of property or goods belonging to others” 
by “granting to debtors of property or goods belonging to 
others the benefit of composition and of freeing them from 
making restitution of the same in the instances and manner 
undermentioned.” Two paragraphs that follow read thus: 

“On property stolen or unjustly acquired, provided that, 
after having taken all necessary steps, the persons to whom 
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the restitution ought to be made be not found; such debtors 
attesting on oath that they have taken those steps; provided, 
also, that they have not committed the theft or acquired con- 
fiding and hoping in this Composition. 

“In consequence whereof We making use of the aforemen- 
tioned Apostlic power have determined that such of the afore- 
said persons as take out this Summary shall be exempted from 
delivering up (restitution) the sum of fourteen pesetas seventy- 
one centimes, with power to take out as many as fifty Sum- 
maries should the sum of which restitution has to be made be 
larger. In the event of the sum due exceeding seven hundred 
and thirty-five pesetas fifty centimes the amount compound- 
able by the said fifty Summaries, application must be made 
to Us for a fitting solution of the case.” The signature is that 
of Ciriaco Ma, Cardinal Sancha y Hervas, Archbishop of To- 
ledo. 

In the case of these three Bulls, the fact that the price is 
printed on their faces excludes the usual quibble of “alms” 
sometimes put forward to camouflage the payment of money 
for such commodities. 

“Tn 1911 a book, entitled “The Truth About Spain,” was pub- 
lished by Mr. G. H. B. Ward, apparently an English Catholic, 
who, on pp. 67-69 says: 

“The English Catholic will be pained to learn that plenary 
indulgences of the character long since abandoned by the 
Church of Rome in England constitute one of the principal 
items of the income of the Church in Spain. The Bulls of the 
Holy Crusade are purchasable at religious bookshops or from 
priests in every town. The second clause of Article 38 of the 
Concordat stipulated that one of the four sources of Rome’s 
State-provided income (besides the income from properties 
returned to the clergy by the law of 1845, the income from 
the four military Orders, and a State tax to make up any de- 
ficiency), should consist of the ‘proceeds of the alms of the 
Holy Crusade.’ Every Spaniard knows that these ‘alms’ are 
regularly sold, and the writer purchased the three principal 
Bulls issued for sale throughout Spain and the Canary Islands 
during 1910. Inasmuch as the price of the Bulls is plainly 
printed on each document the word ‘limosna’ (alms) is not 
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in accordance with fact, as they cannot be bought for less than 
the price stated upon them. They are badly printed on very 
common thin paper, and each Bull is issued under Papal sanc- 
tion by the authority of Doctor Don Prudencio Melo y Alcalde, 
*by the Grace of God and the Holy Apostolic See, Bishop of 
Olimpo, Suffragan of Toledo, and General Apostolic Commis- 
sary of the Holy Crusade in all the dominions of His Majesty 
King Alfonso.’ They bear the Papal seal, the arms of the Car- 
dinal Archbishop of Toledo, and the signature of Don Pruden- 
cio. An expenditure of elevenpence halfpenny (23 cents) ab- 
solves a thief of certain circumstances from the necessity of 
restoring stolen property to the value of 12s. 344d ($3.07) ; 
and, for every additional sum of 12s. 3d up to fifty times this 
amount, £30 14s. 7d ($153.59) a further Bull must be pur- 
chased. The Bull states that for larger amounts ‘You shall 
come to Us (the Bishop) in order to agree upon the pro- 
cedure.’ The document assumes that, respecting ‘anything 
stolen or unjustly acquired,’ the holder has made ‘due en- 
deavors to find the persons to whom restitution should be 
made.’ Nevertheless, the Bull is a composition for theft, or 
receipt for stolen property. 

“A second Bull, price five pence (10 cents) enables the 
purchaser to eat meat in Lent, and during other fasting days 
excepting Ash Wednesday, each Friday in Lent, Wednes- 
day, Thursday, Friday and Saturday of Holy Week, and Palm 
Sunday, and, if the purchaser is a priest the watches of the 
Nativity of our Lord Jesus Christ, Pentecost, the Assumption 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary, and the days of St. Peter and St. 
Paul. The privilege may also be enjoyed while purchasers 
are traveling or residing abroad during the year of issue. 

“Another Bull, of an omnibus character, price sevenpence 
halfpenny (15 cents) includes permission to eat meat on Fri- 
day and Fast Days, also Masses for the repose of the souls 
of departed relatives or friends in Purgatory. It further con- 
cedes an indulgence for marriage with relatives, and zrants 
a plenary indulgence to the purchaser after confession before 
the priest. : 

“The indulgence for meat-eating is one of the most popu- 
lar. It is bought by thousands of non-Catholics who find it 
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impossible to retain their employment in factories and work- 
shops except by purchasing the Bull, which remains a waist- 
coat-pocket document throughout the year. Similarly, pos- 
session of the ‘ticket of Confession’-—which, given by the 
priest, certifies that the holder has paid for it and confessed 
at least once during the year—is often demanded, as a con- 
dition of employment, and at times the Church authorities 
have great difficulty in detecting printers who issued coun- 
terfeit ‘tickets’ which were sold to non-Catholic purchasers 
for a copper coin.” 


“The Holy Christ of Limpias” 

“No doubt most of our readers have heard of the wonder- 
ful manifestations of the Holy Christ at Limpias in Spain. 
They had their beginning on March 30, 1919, at the closure 
of a mission preached by the Capuchin Fathers. A large 
crucifix which was generally kept veiled was uncovered. 
Then it was seen how the eyes of this image of Christ opened 
and closed, how they turned right and left; how the crucifix 
raised and lowered its head; how the perspiration flowed 
from the brow down upon the chest; how the breast heaved 
under the respiration of a deep sigh; how the mouth opened 
as though making an effort to speak; how the body became 
impregnated with the sweat and at times with the blood that 
flowed over various parts of the body; how the face assumed 
an expression of sadness and intense pain like Christ did in 
his agony on Calvary. 

“These prodigies repeated themselves over and over again 
before thousands of eye-witnesses who came from all parts of 
Spain. These manifestations were often so touching that the 
pilgrims wept and sighed and fainted. At the pilgrimage of 
Torrelavega the people became so aroused that they demanded 
with loud cries that the figure of the crucifix be freed of its 
nails, to put an end to the sufferings it seemed to endure. 

“Numerous conversions are said to have been wrought by 
this Crucifix and that the parish of Limpias which was hereto- 
fore lukewarm and indifferent regarding their religious duties 
has again become fervent in its religious practices. So far, 
however, no miraculous cures have been noticed.”—“The 
Crusader’s Almanac,” Wasbington, D. C., April, 1921! 
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SINN FEIN AND RELIGIOUS LIBERTY 


Paris, September 11.—‘‘La Liberte” has just published 
an interview which was granted by “President” De Valera to 
its special envoy in Ireland. A passage in this interview 
was devoted to the religious question. 

“What will be your attitude?” asked the reporter. 

“Mutual tolerance,’ answered Mr. De Valera. “The 
Catholic Church in this country is not the State religion; 
it does not aim to be, and wiil not be, the State religion. 
There will be no State religion in Ireland.”—Brooklyn “Tab- 
let,” September 24, 1921. 

It is a safe assertion that if Mr. De Valera really made 
any such statement he was “talking through his hat,” for 
even if he really wished to bring about any such conditions 
he would be quite powerless to do so. Everybody knows 
that the majority of the people of Ireland are Roman Catho- 
lics; and more than that, much more closely controlled by 
their priests than probably any other “Catholic” country 
in the world. Pope Leo XIII in the Encyclical “Immortale 
Dei” (1885) expressly condemned one by one every single 
item of what are generally termed American “free institu- 
tions” as driving “the Church into an unrightful position.” 
In the February issue of this Magazine we quoted the sec- 
tions referred to literatim. And in this Encyclical Pope 
Leo reinforced his denunciation of these principles with cita- 
tions from “Mirari vos” of Pope Gregory XVI (1832) and 
the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX (1864). In any 
government scheme headed by Mr. De Valera and the pres- 
ent Sinn Fein leaders, he and his colleagues will, openly or 
secretly, take their orders from the high priests of Rome on 
all such matters as they consider come within their sphere 
of action. And in no large measure they have earned the 
right to dictate to the Sinn Fein leaders, for the latter largely 
owe the measure of success they have attained to the Aposto- 
late of Hate that the hyphenated hierarchy in this nation 
has conducted in this country in the last two years and more, 
and the activities of their henchmen in the various societies 
under their control. 

Furthermore, in the “New York World” of May 15, 1919, 
Mr. De Valera was quoted thus: 
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“Our President, De Valera, has already explained that in 
a free Ireland our priests“and bishops will ever be held in 
honor and esteem, and that our religion will be openly and 
publicly taught in our schools; that religion, in fact, will 
form the basis of our development—the cornerstone of our 
civilization.” It goes without saying that the only “religion” 
known to Mr. De Valera is that of Rome, and as, according to 
this statement, “Irish civilization is to be 100 per cent. 
Catholic,” there will be little ropm for any other. 

And in the New York “World,” September 24, 1921, ap- 
peared a letter to Cardinal Logue from “the Archbishops 
and Bishops of the United States,” of which the last para- 
graph read: 

“And, finally, that God may grant you and your colleagues 
to live to see Ireland’s golden age and find your people even 
more faithful to their Church in the sunburst of their new 
freedom than ever they were in the years of their exile and 
expectancy.” 

American citizens who have been misled into sympathy 
with, and assistance to, the cause of so-called “Irish free- 
dom” may be interested in the following paragraph from a 
speech of Archbishop Hayes, of New York, July 20, 1920, 
as reported by “The Irish World” of next day’s date: 

“It is the one throne in the world to which the Irish 
people have given allegiance and will continue to give allegi- 
ance, and even the Irish Republic, Mr. President, (address- 
ing De Valera) with all the glory of democracy, will stand 
at the foot of the throne of the Fisherman.” 

It is plain, therefore, that “self-government” for Ireland 
means that all those who have the misfortune to live under 
Sinn Fein rule will be governed according to the principles 
laid down in the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” of Pope Leo 
XIII. Of course, all American Catholics must also be pre- 
sumed to give the same kind of “allegiance” to the same 
“throne.” 


The “New York Times,’ September 16th, contained a 
special cable from London giving an article in the London 
“Chronicle” by “Politicus,” in which he attributes to the Sinn 
Fein agitators here much of the blame for the ‘difficulties in 
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the negotiations between the Irish Sinn Fein and the Brit- 
ish Government. The document Shows that the writer is well 
informed, and the only matter for surprise is that he does not 
name as the chief offenders~the priests of Rome, of whom 
the Sinn Fein agitators here may be considered the cats- 
paws. He says, in part: 

“But people are beginning to wonder whether there are 
not other forces at work, hindering the progress of reconcili- 
ation than the natural forees we have mentioned and the 
memories of the past. There are such forces, and if the ne- 
gotiations are not to break down it is essential that the peo- 
ple both in Ireland and in Great Britain should realize what 
they are. 

“But there is another movement in the Sinn Fein of a 
different kind, a movement, resting not on love of Ireland, 
but on hatred of Great Britain. 

“Nobody that has eyes to see has any illusions as to the 


existence of forces all over the world which are to-day hos- 
tile to the empire—Britain stands everywhere for fair play 
between nations. She thwarts, therefore, many a sinister 


ambition, She stands throughout the empire for ordered and 
gradual progress toward self-government. She stands across 
the ambition, therefore, of many light-headed agitators who 
would seize supreme power for themselves in Egypt, India 
and elsewhere to the clear detriment of their fellow country- 
men, 

“Lenin and Trotzky have stated that England, and Eng- 
land alone, stands between them and the world revolution, 
and that if they could convert Britain the world would be at 
their feet. 

“Of all these irreconcilables, the Irish in America are the 
leaders. Their primary motive is not freedom of Ireland but 
destruction of the power and influence of England, and for 
these ends they are busy uniting and organizing destruction 
and destructive elements all over the world, revolution, race 
hatred and national passion wherever they go. Their motive, 
too, is more than hatred of England. 

“The anti-British movement is good business. There are 
many who make a living, and some a very big living, out of 
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it on newspapers, in cinemas, in countless ways. They don’t 
want to stop, for they would be out of work. 

“The leaders, too, dream of influence and power for them- 
selves out of their success, for with England weakened and 
undermined, her empire gone, engineers of the catastrophe will 
come into their own.”

It has been well said that man is essentially a religious 
animal, and it is certainly true that in no part of the world 
has there yet been found any type of man so low in the scale 
of intelligence that he does not recognize the existence of the 
supernatural, even if expressed only in terms of a devil. 

There is not a single reader of this Magazine who does 
not, at least sometimes, and under certain circumstances, feel 
aspirations toward God and a desire to do His will. Many 
Catholic readers feel like this every day, and go to very con- 
siderable trouble in order to obey such commands of their 
Church as they think will secure for them the Divine favor. 
The Church is always holding up their sins before them; 
the “unbloody sacrifice” is being offered up daily for them; 
they are continually racking their memory to find another 
sin to confess, and the penances they have performed and 
the indulgences earned by acts of devotion have been virtu- 
ally without number. 
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And yet, to-day, after years and years of this arduous 
effort, they have no more rest and peace of soul, and appar- 
ently no more sense of freedom from the power of evil than 
when they first realized what a strong grip upon them was 
placed by “the world, the flesh and the devil.” 

One reason—and perhaps the chief one—is that the Church 
has never magnified to the people the power of Jesus to 
save FROM sin, although in the Gospel of St. Matthew (1: 
21) we read: “Thou shalt call His name Jesus, for He shall 
save His people from their sins.” Another reason (growing 
out of the first) is that the Church does not teach the possi- 
bility of a man’s being able to KNOW that he has been 
reconciled to God through faith in Jesus Christ, and so de- 
livered from a sense of the dominion of sin over his life, and 
of fear of suffering the penalty thereof. 

The facts of the case are: That God is more anxious to be 
reconciled to you than the most genuinely repentant sinner 
is to be reconciled to Him; that this reconciliation can only 
be accomplished by faith in Christ; and that this living faith 
finds expression in dealing with Christ Himself personally, 
and without reference to the Mother of our Lord, saints, 
angels, priests or any other agencies, human or superhuman. 

As such a reader peruses these lines let him lift his heart 
to the Saviour, just where he is, expressing this idea: “O 
Lord Jesus, I come to Thee, fully resolved to do no more those 
things that my conscience recognizes as sin. I am unable 
to deliver myself, but I BELIEVE that Thou canst—that 
Thou wilt—that Thou DOST, here and NOW, hear my 
prayer for the forgiveness of all past sin, and that Thy 
mighty power will, from now on, come down to meet my will 
to renounce sin, and give me continual victory all day of 
every day!” 

And the blessed Lord will hear and answer. In many 
cases there is a strong realization of instant salvation filling 
the soul with joy; but if this should not be so with you, 
go on in faith believing that as you have done your part the 
Lord Jesus has done His, and the realization of salvation 
will come in due time. It is well to bear in mind, however, 
that you are saved not by feeling, but by FAITH. 
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Such an experience is partaking of the Bread of Life, and 
you will not hunger again for those things which your soul 
has so frequently craved in days and years gone by. No 
more will you have to confess to a priest that you have once 
more fallen under the power of those besetments that have 
so often caused you grief. Your spiritual nature will be 
SATISFIED; and as you walk day by day in continual com- 
munion with the Saviour you will find His grace a satisfying 
portion in any and all of the temptations, trials, sorrows and 
vicissitudes of life.

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OF CERTAIN “KLAN” ACTIVITIES 


During the month of September a nation-wide sensation 
was caused by the campaign started by two New York 
papers against a secret organization having certain spec- 
tacular features in its ritual and some of its methods of pro- 
cedure. 

It is avowedly “opposed” to Roman Catholics, Jews and 
negroes—as classes, and is charged with certain lawless acts 
at various times. 

We do not know any (confessed) member of the Klan, 
and we have no information concerning it other than the 
statements in the press. But we may remark that so far as 
“Roman Catholics” are concerned its outward acts are mani- 
festation ‘of inward psychological conditions prevalent 
throughout the country among those who have eyes to see.

Just as it is truly said that it was the liquor men them- 
selves who secured the passage of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, so with equal truth it may be affirmed that the activi- 
ties of the Roman hierarchy have developed the anti-Catholic 
features of the Ku Klux Klan.

Readers may be reminded that after the Thanksgiving 
Day Mass in St. Patrick’s Cathedral last year the congrega- 
tion made a riotous attack upon the Union Club building on 
an opposite corner because a British flag was displayed in 
company with a French flag and the Stars and Stripes. 

A few days later some Catholic members of the Club 
addressed a letter to Archbishop Hayes, protesting against 
the way in which the Church itself had been involved in the 
political campaign of anti-British Sinn Fein propaganda in- 
augurated by Cardinal O’Connell in this city December 6, 
1918. This jetter elicited from the Archbishop an extremely 
tactless and undiplomatic letter in reply, both letters receiving 
wide circulation and enlarging the circles of those who be- 
lieved the Roman Church to be a political machine that uses 


“religion” as a cloak for its machinations. 
* * * * 


The violent language used by the priests of Rome against 
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“England” in this campaign, the silence regarding Vatican 
activities in Ireland in the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies—the Bull “Regnans in Excelsis” of Pope Pius V 
against Queen Elizabeth and its effects in Ireland never being 
mentioned—and the absence of any constructive suggestions 
for the improvement of such conditions in Ireland as existed 
immediately before the beginning of the Sinn Fein activi- 
ties were not unperceived by many American citizens, who 
began to think: “It is ‘England’s’ turn to-day; it may be 
ours to-morrow if this Government incurs the displeasure of 
this hyphenated hierarchy.” And, indeed, this idea has been 
realized in the continuous warfare that has been waged upon 
the Eighteenth Amendment and its enforcement from the day 
following its ratification by the thirty-sixth State—Nebraska. 

The passage of a resolution in favor of Sinn Fein by the 
Senate is likely to prove to have been a costly victory for 
the Roman hierarchy, because, rightly or wrongly, it was be- 
lieved to be due to the pressure brought to bear by it upon 
members of the Upper Chamber, because this demonstrated 
to many minds not merely the actual power of the Papal repre- 
sentatives over American politicians in a matter of international 
politics, but its willingness to sacrifice American national 
interests in the effort to promote the purposes of the Church. 

Another victory of this kind was the judgment of the 
Supreme Court of Illinois, which, in effect, declared that the 
payment of public money to Catholic sectarian institutions 
was not in violation of the State Constitution which forbade 
such payments. This decision drew the attention of many 
people to the success with which the treasury of the city 
of Chicago had been raided by the priests of Rome in defiance 
of the American fundamental principle of the separation of 
Church and State. 

(It may be mentioned incidentally that last July the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania, in a similar case, has upheld 
the Constitution of the State with regard to immense sums 
that have been paid to certain Papal sectarian insti- 
tutions (and some Protestant ones) by the cities of Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh.) 
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A prominent feature of Papal propaganda is its lack of a 
sense of humor. A few months ago the Pope made it a general 
intention of the Church to pray for the failure of Protestant 
missions in so-called Catholic countries, while in this country 
he maintains a large organization in every State to “make 
America Catholic.” The Roman hierarchy call the Ku Klux 
Klan “intolerant,” while the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius 
IX and the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” of Pope Leo XIII 
are in themselves veritable crystallizations of the most reac- 
tionary intolerance expressed in terms of the present gener- 
ation. And the newspapers are full of appeals for the sup- 
pression of the Klan by legal or other force while declaiming 
against the alleged use of force by the Klan. 

If the Klan should be “investigated” by a Congress com- 
mittee it may be presumed that its representatives will not 
forget to place some of the official Vatican utterances men- 
tioned before their interrogators. And they doubtless possess 
much other data, showing the extent to which the Roman 
hierarchy has obtained control of strategic positions in na- 
tional, State and civil political organizations throughout the 
country, from which: to conduct their operations to bring the 
people of this country under the domination of the theocratic 
autocracy, of which they are the official representatives. 

It must be remembered, however, that the foregoing points 
do not apply to the great bulk of the Roman Catholic laity 
in this country. Indeed, outside of those circles of laymen 
in immediate contact with such members of the hierarchy, 
whose bidding they do, it may well be doubted if ten per cent. 
have any knowledge of the real political claims of the 
Vatican or of its sinister designs against the liberties and the 
well-being of the American people.

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PAPAL TEACHERS IN OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


A writer in “Our Sunday Visitor,” September 25, 1921, 
refers to a statement by Bishop W. O. Sheperd, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, at the Columbia River Conference 
that “the public schools are a Protestant proposition” as his 
“letting the cat out of the bag.” 

It seems that another speaker on the same occasion ex- 
pressed disapproval of the employment of Roman Catholics 
as teachers in the public schools. 

The public school system of the United States is a dis- 
tinctly Protestant proposition—as is the whole governmental 
system of the country. All the essentials of both are in direct 
antagonism to all the fundamentals of Vaticanism, and the 
Roman hierarchy is ceaselessly at work to counteract the 
effect of the first, and to change the second in accordance 
with the instructions of Pope Leo XIII in the Encyclical “Im- 
mortale Dei.” In that document, issued in 1885, that hater 
of every form of civil and religious liberty said, after having 
specifically condemned all the most conspicuously “Ameri- 
can” features of our governmental system: 

First and foremost it is the duty of all Catholics worthy 
of the name and wishful to be known as most loving chil- 
dren of the Church, to reject without swerving whatever 
is inconsistent with so fair a title; to make use of popular 
institutions . . . to ENDEAVOR TO BRING BACK 
ALL CIVIL SOCIETY to the pattern and form of Chris- 
tianity which We have described.—Grt. Encyc. Lett. 
Pope Leo XIII, p. 132. 


While no Protestant denomination is recognized or sup- 


ported by the Government as representing the religion of the 
nation as a whole, the fact remains that the Constitution of 
the United States and the Declaration of Independence are 
essentially Protestant documents, the tenets of which are an- 
athema to the priests of Rome. If universally adopted by the 
Catholic laity, in a very few years the Roman Church would 
disappear, 


and, like the baseless fabric of a dream, 
Leave not a wrack behind. 
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Among the reasons why Roman Catholic teachers should 
not be employed in American public schools are these: 

1. Because their highest—their spiritual—allegiance is to 
the head of their Church, who claims temporal authority over 
all earthly rulers: 

“The Church .. . is so constituted as to open wide its 
arms to all mankind, unhampered by any limits of either 
time or place. ‘Preach ye the Gospel to every creature.’ 

“Over this mighty multitude God has Himself set 
rulers with power to govern, and He has willed that one 
should be at the head of all, and the chief and unerring 
teacher of truth.’”—Grt. Encye. Lett. Pope Leo XIII 
p. 112. 

2. Because “politics” so forms part of their “religious” 
cult that the two elements cannot be separated. No Catholic 
would deny that the Encyclical of Pope Leo XIII quoted 
above was a religious document, and yet it not only deals 
very definitely with American political principles, but gives 


directions as to what those who render him “spiritual” alle- 
giance are to do in order to produce political changes. Every 


Catholic teacher either stands by, and stands for, these pro- 
nouncements of Pope Leo, or does not. In the former case 
the teacher is out of place as an instructor of American chil- 
dren; in the latter the teacher is not a “good Catholic.” But 
we can assume that the local priests would see that no mem- 
ber of their body who could not be relied on to do their bid- 
ding would get any such position. 

3. Because such teachers cannot instruct the children 
properly in such American fundamentals as separation of 
Church and State, liberty of speech, liberty of conscience, 
liberty of worship and liberty of education. It is a matter of 
common knowledge that the priests of Rome are always try- 
ing to obtain public money for sectarian institutions in viola- 
tion of the principle of Separation of Church and State; that 
before the war the most conspicuous appearances of the 
Knights of Columbus before the general American public were 
in connection with the disturbance or breaking up of meetings 
at which it was expected that speakers would state facts that 
local priests did not wish the public to know; that a Roman

Catholic layman is not allowed to read any books that have 
been placed on the Index, however, helpful they might be to 
him in some course of study; that no Catholic enjoys sufficient 
liberty in “the pursuit of happiness” to marry a girl of whom 
the priest disapproves. Having been taught from childhood 
up that these un-American features of “the only true Church” 
are right, how can the teacher tell the children that the real 
American fundamentals are right? It is safe to predict that 
the teacher won't. 


4. Because such teachers can be utilized by their priests 
as eyes and ears for the intelligence department of the Church. 
The institution of auricular confession has created a spy sys- 
tem that makes the most efficient German espionage look like 
the traditional three dimes. Every parish priest not only has 
every individual in his flock under his thumb, but he is thor- 
oughly acquainted with any and all such relations as may 
exist between families or individuals that he desires to know. 
And it must be remembered that the aim of the hierarchy is 
to “make America Catholic,” and the fact that its members 
have been able to successfully intervene in our foreign na- 
tional affairs to the extent. of obtaining the passage in the 
Senate of a measure giving moral support to the Sinn Fein 
apostles of violence and terrorism affords some little idea 
of the progress they have made toward the accomplishment 
of the task so enthusiastically set before them by Archbishop 
Ireland at Baltimore in 1889. 


5. Because such teachers can be used to directly promote 
the political purposes of the hierarchy in the public schools. In 
Jersey City Catholic school teachers used their positions for 
political propaganda against Great Britain during school hours, 
and one, in particular, afforded an interesting sidelight on 
Roman Catholic ethics in this connection. After telling the 
children not to buy certain British-made articles of domestic 
use or consumption at the stores when sent for them by 
their parents, she added that when asked by their parents 
why they had not brought what they were sent for, they 
should reply that they could not get them. 


6. Because they cannot be relied upon, or even expected, 
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to teach such subjects as history with accuracy or complete- 
ness. For one thing, they are not likely to know the facts 
themselves, for if the history of Europe were taught with suf- 
ficient degree of truth to indicate even slightly the effects of 
Papal machinations among the countries of Europe even only 
during the last five hundred years their minds would be filled 
with horror. And another consideration in this connec- 
tion is that the Vatican rightly regards “Anglo-Saxonism” 
as its mortal foe, because down through the centuries for 
at least a thousand years the “English’—whether Catholic 
or Protestant—have always resisted or withstood the efforts 
of the Vatican to bring them under the Papal political yoke. 
(The episodes connected with King John and Pandulph, and 
Queen Mary and Cardinal Pole form just the exceptions 
necessary to prove the rule). It must be remembered that 
whatever England-haters of the Hearst type may write or 
say, the Vatican is under no illusions whatever as to the essen- 
tial oneness of the American people with those of Britain and 
the large Commonwealths of the Empire. That oneness must 
be destroyed if possible, and it would be foolish to deny that 
the efforts of the Roman hierarchy here and of men like 
Archbishop Mannix in Australia have met with no small meas- 
ure of success. These efforts are, of course, in line with the 
activities of a certain German element of our population, to 
whom Dr. Mythen appealed at the Horrors-on-the-Rhine meet- 
ing in New York to join Sinn Fein in its efforts to destroy 
“Anglo-Saxonism”—an invitation none the less noteworthy 
because it failed to attract the notice of any of the newspa- 
pers. 

7. Because all the teachers in American public schools 
should regard the Government as supreme for every citizen 
in the land. Members of Protestant churches do this; but 
Roman Catholics are taught that if the law of the land and 
the law of the Church conflict they must put the Pope above 
the President and the canons of Rome or the instructions ofthe 
Bishop or parish priest above the secular authority. The priests 
of Rome are only “good citizens” or “law-abiding” in respect 
of such laws as they approve, or, at least, do not disapprove. 
But if any law displeases them then they speak and write as 
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Father Belford, of Brooklyn, did when he wrote thus concern- 
ing the Eighteenth Amendment: 

“This iniquitous law is here and it looks as if it was here to 
stay a long time. . . . It is the will of a small minority of 
narrow-minded bigots, who have availed themselves of a 
weak spot in the Constitution and forced upon the majority, a 
law which is as iniquitous as it is odious. It is an unjust law. 
No one is bound to obey it. No one should have the least 
scruple about evading it, breaking it, or delaying it.” This 
is only a part of the article in question which was printed in 
full in “The Protestant Review” for February, 1919. 

From the Macon, Ga., “Daily Telegraph” of a recent date 
“The Free Methodist,” Chicago, September 20th, learns that 
there has been excitement in Atlanta over the dismissal of a 
public school Catholic superintendent. She was dismissed 
about two months ago, but the reason was not given. Now 
it has been admitted by one of the councilmen that she was 
dismissed on account of her religion. A writer to the paper 
quotes the councilman, and his comments on the situation as 
follows: 

“There is a principle involved in this thing,” Mr. Sims, the 
councilman, says, “which is far-reaching, and which should 
be settled once and for all, and the thing that I am fighting 
is the principle of the institution which seeks to abolish the 
public school system.” Mr. Sims quotes from a recent Catho- 
lic publication the injunction that it is not permissible to 
send Catholic children to mixed or non-Catholic schools, or 
what are termed neutral schools. 

In his card Mr. Sims says: “If the Catholic Church and 
the canon law which the Catholic Church promulgates, pro- 
hibits children from attending non-Catholic, neutral or mixed 
schools, then I ask this question, ‘Is a person who belongs 
to an institution which promulgates such rules and regula- 
tions, and which advocates the abolition of the public school 
system, eligible to become a teacher in it?’ There is but one 
answer, ‘No.’ A person who belongs to the Roman Catholic 
Church cannot be consistent and support the public school 
system. They are either not true to their Church or they 
are not true to the public school system—there is no middle 
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ground. They must be on one side of the proposition or the 
other. 

“You may watch the line-up in the coming election on 
the school tax, and the Catholic Church will not support 
an increase in taxes. It behooves every Protestant to think 
seriously before he votes against an increase in taxes which 
go principally to the support of our public school system. 
To break down our public school system is one of the princi- 
pal aims of the Roman Catholic Church. The hierarchy of 
the Roman Catholic Church has organized 5,000 societies 
of Catholic men to urge them to be prepared upon notice 
to wire their Congressmen as societies and to have individual 
members and the friends of members, non-Catholic as well 
as Catholic, protest against the establishment of a depart- 
ment of education of the United States Government which 
is provided for in the Towner-Sterling bill. Time to wake 
up. Watch out, Mr. Weak-kneed non-Catholic, and be care- 
ful that that Catholic friend of yours doesn’t use you to 
defeat the establishment of a department of education by 
this Government. It is time to wake up and declare yourself 
either for or against the public school system.” 

If Congress were to pass a law compelling every person 
in the country who did not know the English language to 
learn it a loud howl would go up from many quarters, and 
from none probably louder than the hyphenated Irish. But 
an Irish public speaker announced that when Sinn Fein is 
in control of that unfortunate island the Sinn Fein Parliament 
is going to “make Irish the spoken and written language of 
Ireland from the centre to the sea.” In an editorial com- 
ment on this pronouncement in “The New York Tribune” 
(September 16th) the writer, who doubts its accomplish- 
ment, says: “Were it to become so it would make for Irish 
isolation.” Precisely so. That is what the priests of Rome 
have in mind. “Divide and rule” is a maxim on which they 
act everywhere—the United States included—and which ac- 
counts for the immense number of alien immigrants who, 


after having been here for years, can neither speak nor write 
English.

ADMIRAL BENSON, WASHINGTON 


“We have a Hindenburg line to break, and we 
cannot do it unless we have the united and whole- 
hearted support of the Catholic men and women of 
the country. With this honor goes a tremendous 
responsibility; if it were not for my interest and 
belief that this movement will succeed and become 
one of the greatest movements ever inaugurated, I 
would not have accepted this post. We must 
muster our armies and it is up to you men to lo- 
calize your forces. If that is done I will lead you 
through Belleau Wood and break the Hindenburg 
line.”—Brooklyn “Tablet,” October 1, 1921. 
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SOME PROOF PRODUCED 

For barefaced mendacity this utterance by Dominic Francis 
in “Our Sunday Visitor,” September 10, 1921, is worthy of 
a high place: 

They are the same persons who loudly clamor of the 
menace of the Catholic Church to the religious liberty 
and political integrity of this country. The assertion is 
made, repeatedly and vociferously, and without the slight- 
est ground of proof, that the Catholic Church is a political 
organization bent upon the work of subjugating’ the 
Government of the United States to its own ends, and 
bringing this land under the domination of a foreign po- 
tentate.. The assertion has been disclaimed, again and 
again, by the highest Catholic authorities as utterly and 
entirely false, and, to date, not one shred of proof has 
ever been offered in substantiation of it. 

Most people will, we presume, consider that this paragraph 
from the Bull “Unam Sanctam” of Boniface VIII fairly good 
proof that “the Catholic Church is a political organization.” 

‘Both swords, the spiritual and the material, therefore, are 
in the power of the Church—the one, indeed, to be wielded 
for the Church, the other by the hand of kings and knights, 
but at the will and suffrance of the priest. One sword, more- 
over, ought to be under the other, and the temporal author- 
ity to be subjected to the spiritual (temporalem auctoritatem 
spirituali subjici potestati). For when the apostle says: 
‘There is no power but of God, and the powers that are of 
God are ordained,’ they would not be ordained unless sword 
were under sword, and the lesser one, as it were, were led 
by the other to great deeds.” 

As late as May 24, 1911, Pope Pius X demonstrated the 
genuineness of his claim of supremacy over all temporal rulers 
by issuing the Encyclical “Jamdudum,” which contains this 
paragraph concerning the law separating Church and State in 
Portugal : 

“We proclaim and announce that whatever it contains con- 
trary to the inviolable rights of the Church is null and void, 
and is to be so held (tum vero quidquid ibi contra inviolata 
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Ecclesiz jura statutum est, nullum atque inane et esse et ha- 
bendum esse edicimus ac denuntiamus)” “The American 
Quarterly Review,” Philadelphia, July, 1911. 

With regard to “the work of subjugating the Government 
of the United States to its own ends and bringing this land 
under the domination of a foreign potentate” we would refer 
the reader to a citation from the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” 
to be found on page 308, and for the previous paragraphs of 
this Encyclical condemning all the fundamentals of American 
free institutions the reader is referred to the February, 1921, 
issue of this Magazine, in which they are cited in full.

In a sermon published in “The Western Watchman” (St. 
Louis) of June 27, 1912, the editor, Rev. D. S: Phelan, LL.D., 
then dean of the Papal press propagandists in this country, 
said: (Italics ours.) : 

“And why is it that the Church is strong; why is it 
everybody is afraid of the Catholic Church? And the Ameri- 
can people are more afraid of her than any people in the 
world. Why are they afraid of the Catholic Church? They 
know what the Catholic Church means. It means all the 
Catholics of the world, not of one country, or two countries, 
but all the countries of the world. And it means more than 
that: It means that the Catholics of the world love the 
Church more than anything else, that the Catholics of the world 
love the Church more than they do their own governments, more 
than they do thetr own nation, more than they do their own peo- 
ple, more than they do their own fortunes, more than they do 
their own selves. We of the Catholic Church are ready to go 
to the death for the Church. Under God she is the supreme ob- 
ject of our worship. 

“We Are Catholics First” ° 


“Tell us that we think more of the Church than we do of the 
United States; of course, we do! Tell us we are Catholics first 
and Americans or English afterwards. Of course, we are! Tell 
us, in the conflict between the Church and the civil government 
we take the side of the Church. Of course, we do! Why, if the 
Government of the United States were at war with the Church 
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we would say to-morrow, ‘To Hell with the Government of the 
United States,’ and if the Church and all the Governments of 
the world were at war we would say, ‘To Hell with all the 
Governments of the world!’ They say we are Catholics first 
and Americans decidedly afterwards. There is no doubt about it. 
lVe are Catholics first, and we love the Church more than we love 
any and all Governments of the world; and we love the Church 
more than we love our fathers and our mothers; we love the 
Church more than we love our own children. 

“I love the people of America: I love the people of every 
nation; I glory in their loyalty; but let the governments of 
the world steer clear of the Catholic Church; let the emperors, 
let the kings and the presidents not come into conflict with the 
head of the Catholic Church. Because the Catholic Church is 
everything to all the Catholics of the world; they renounce all 
national ties when there is a question of loyalty to her. And 
why is it the Pope is so strong? Why is it that in this country, 
where we have only seven per cent, of the population, the 
Catholic Church is so much feared? She is loved by all her 
children and feared by everybody. 

“Why is it the Pope is such a tremendous power? Why, the 
Pope is the ruler of the world. All the emperors, all the kings, 
all the presidents of the world to-day are as these altar boys of 
mine. The Pope is the ruler of the world. Why? Because he 
is the ruler of the Catholics of the world, the Catholics of all the 
world, and the Catholics of all the world would die for the rights 
of the Pope. He is the head of the Church, and they would die 
for the Church. And the Church is the Church of Jesus Christ, 
and they need not have any misgivings on that score; there need 
be no misconceptions there—the Catholics of the world are 
Catholics first and always; they are Americans, they are Ger- 
mans, they are French, or they are English afterwards.” 

Just how far this Papal writer’s statements were accur- 
ate in respect of the individuals making up the lay member- 
ship of the Church, there is, of course, no means of knowing. 
But he received no censure from his superiors for these utter- 
ances so far as the public knew at the time. Nor did he re-

tract or modify them in any way in consequence of remon- 
strances from individual Catholics. 

An important point to bear in mind is that we must as- 
sume that all the teachers in Catholic educational establish- 
ments stand for these pronouncements of the authorities of 
their Church, especially those of the Popes, and that fact 
alone, in the opinion of many of our readers makes the con- 
tinuance of their work with the young a menace to this Re- 
public and its free institutions. 


THE VATICAN TITLE TO USE FORCE 


In that part of “Vaticanism” that deals with the right of 
the Vatican to use force to attain its ends the Rt. Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone says (p. 56): “The Jesuit Schrader has published, 
with a Papal approbation attached, a list of the affirmative 
propositions answering to the negative condemnation of the 
Syllabus (Pius IX, 1864). I extract his Article 24: ‘The 
Church has the power to apply external coercion (ausseren 
Zwang anzuwenden); she has also a temporal authority di- 
rect and indirect.’ The remark is appended: ‘Not souls alone 
are subject to her authority.’ ” 


On July 6, 1369, John Huss was born in Bohemia. Of 
him his disciple, Jerome, says: “I knew the master from my 
youth up that he was an honorable and noble man, and a 
preacher of the faith of God’s law and of the Gospel of Christ.” 

Huss was but forty-six years of age when he was burned 
alive after a trial, which history calls “not hearing but jeer- 
ing.” He had been brought into the Council of Constance 
under “the safe conduct” of Sigismund the emperor, who was 
known as king of the Romans. Its provisions were violated, 
and treated as “a scrap of paper ;” and the reformer was con- 
demned as a heretic and led to the stake, wearing a “paper 
cap of blasphemy, adorned with three devils of wonderfully 
ugly shape.” He died, choked by the flames, but “repeat- 
ing with a merry and cheerful countenance,” “Into Thy hands 
I commend my spirit.” The martyrdom dates July 6, 1415, 
so that his birthday was also that of his heavenly coronation.
